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Bus cuts leave 
OAPs stranded 


BUS service changes have 
left elderly people strand¬ 
ed miles from home - and 
threaten to dent Milden- 
hall’s regeneration, it is 
claimed. 

Public transport between 
Mildenhall, Herringswell and 
Tuddenham was altered earlier 
this year; residents of the villages 
travelling to the town now have 
to change buses at Red Lodge. 

But the timetables leave only a few 
minutes for travellers to board the 
second bus - and if they do not make 
it in time they can be left stranded. 

A couple in their 80s were forced to 
take a taxi after being left at Red Lodge. 

Cllr Rona Burt, of Forest Heath 
District Council and chairman of 
Tuddenham parish council, said: “It’s 
an awful lot of money; these people 
are not particularly well-off. £12 could 
buy them a lot of food.” 

Cllr Liz Marchington, chairman of 
Herringswell parish council, said: 
“Herringswell is a very small village so 
those who are dependent on buses are 
not a majority, but if you need a bus 
service it doesn’t matter whether you 
are one person or not. 

“We have got several families who 
use the service so they are obviously 
going to be affected by the recent 
changes.” 
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Cllr Burt said: “We do not need to 
get off the bus at Red Lodge, hoping to 
goodness the connection will be 
coming along. It’s really unsatis¬ 
factory and the weather at the 
moment is not bad but come the 
winter, people won’t risk being 
stranded at Red Lodge so people are 
just not going to go to Mildenhall.” 

She said this will have an effect on 
the town’s regeneration and shops. 

The matter was discussed at a 
meeting of Forest Heath’s Red Lodge 
Working Group. Members intend to 
invite a representative of the council to 
the next meeting in October, and have 
written to ask for details of the money 
spent on bus services. 

A spokesman for Suffolk County 
Council (SCC) said two bus 
companies, Burtons, whose routes 
have now been taken over by 
Stephensons of Essex, and Mulleys, 
are registered to operate the services 
commercially, and they are free to 
operate any route with any timetable 
they consider viable. 

He said: “Part of the same legislation 
that allows these registrations also 
prohibits any local authority from 
using funding to support other bus 
services that have the potential to 
abstract revenue from such

found to 
switch on 
cameras 

FUNDING has been found to 
get Suffolk’s speed cameras 
up and running again - but 
their future is not yet certain. 

The county’s speed 
cameras were turned off by 
Suffolk County Council on 
fuly 1 as a cost-cutting 
measure, but following a 
meeting between the council 
and Suffolk police, the fixed 
cameras have been 
reactivated. 

Money for the service has 
been found to turn them 
back on, but the future of the 
cameras will be up for 
discussion again at the 
meeting of the Suffolk Road 
Safety Partnership meeting in 
September. 

The group will attempt to 
find a viable way of funding 
the service for the longer 
term. 

The police authority will 
meet towards the end of the 
year to decide on the long¬ 
term future of the fixed 
cameras. 

Research into the suit¬ 
ability of the sites where 
cameras are based, issues 
relating to their ongoing costs 
and a possible move to digital 
technology will all be 
undertaken during the rest of 
the year, as well as an 
examination of collision data. 

Gary Kitching, assistant 
chief constable at Suffolk 
police, said: “Road safety is 
our priority. Speed enforce¬ 
ment cameras are a key 
element in our approach. We 
have a mobile capability and 
will work with Suffolk County 
Council to maintain the static 
camera capability.” 

Ioanna Spicer, chairman of 
the police authority, said: 
“We, together with the 
council, are committed to 
enhancing road safety in 
Suffolk and this demon¬ 
strates our partnership- 
approach to reducing road 
crash casualties.” 

The three mobile speed 
enforcement vehicles will 
continue to operate around 
the county. 


Child takes 
lost purse 

A LOST purse was taken 
from a shop in the Guineas 
by a young girl at around 
3pm on Saturday. 

A pink purse with a kittens 
design on it was found by 
staff in a clothes store in the 
shopping centre.

Figures show police winning war on crime 


CRIME in Newmarket has plummeted 
at more than twice the rate it has 
fallen across the county. 

The number of recorded offences in 
Newmarket was down by 12 per cent 
between April and June this year in 
comparison with the same period last 
year, according to a report Insp Neil 
Ireland, of Newmarket police, 
presented to the town council on 
Monday. 

He said: “We are putting the right 
resources in the right place.” 

Suffolk police revealed the last three 
months have seen a countywide 
reduction in crime of just over five per 
cent, or 649 crimes, in comparison 


with the same period in 2010, and the 
county as a whole is experiencing a 
10-year low in crime. 

A total of 526 offences were 
recorded in Newmarket in June, in 
comparison with 601 last June, 536 in 
2009, and 579 in 2008. 

In comparison with June last year, 
recorded instances of violence against 
people in Newmarket have dropped 
from 141 to 104, and drugs offences 
reported in June have steadily fallen 
from 58 in 2008, to 48 in 2009, 25 last 
year and 23 last month. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr Rachel 
Hood described the figures as a 
“phenomenal achievement”. 


She said: “Particularly in a recession 
and all the other problems we hear 
about, this is really impressive and 
heartening for us all.” 

But, other areas showed room for 
improvement. 

Insp Ireland, said: “Our challenges 
at the moment are around shoplifting. 
That has increased by a substantial 
amount to the extent where it’s one 
quarter of crimes recorded.” 

He added the figure would normally 
hover at around just one tenth of 
crime recorded in the town. 

He said: “We have several initiatives 
in and around that. The feeling is that 
there are a hard core of five or six 


people in the town who are 
committing the offences.” 

The police were planning means to 
tackle this group of serial shoplifters, 
he said, but he did not divulge what 
they had in store. 

He added: “Our other slight concern 
we have in Newmarket is sexual 
offences.” 

The number of sexual crimes 
recorded is up on last year but Insp 
Ireland said the victims and offenders 
in the incidents were known to each 
other, and were not related to 
Newmarket’s night-time economy, 
which has been the case in the past. 


Lord presents case to 
plans appeal inquiry 



Store scheme goes on show 


ALMOST 300 people turned out 
for the public exhibition of plans 
for the development of 
Newmarket’s George Lambton 
Playing Fields. 

Sainsbury’s are hoping to 
move a store onto the site as the 
first phase of a wider 
development which could bring 
up to 350 jobs to the town. 

The company said the plans, 
which went on display in 
Newmarket on Friday and 
Saturday, were “really well 
received” by most who 
attended. 

The second phase of the 
development would bring a 
seven-screen cinema, shops, a 
drive-through and restaurants to 
Newmarket. 

Outline proposals for up to 90 
new homes at the western side 
of the site also went on display 
over the weekend. 

Robert Oxley, development 


executive at Sainsbury’s, said: 
“We were delighted by the 
response to our plans to open a 
new Sainsbury’s store in 
Newmarket as part of the wider 
redevelopment of the George 
Lambton Playing Fields. 

“Our store will bring choice 
and competition to the town’s 
shoppers by providing great 
value, high-quality fresh food - 
as well as up to 350 new job 
opportunities for the local 
community. 

“The proposals were really 
well-received by the vast 
majority of the 287 people who 
visited our exhibition and 
discussed the designs with the 
team. We are now reviewing the 
detailed feedback we received 
which will help inform the next 
stage of our design process.” 

George Lambton, on behalf of 
the Trustees of the George 
Lambton Playing Fields, said: 


“We were very much 
encouraged by the response to 
our proposals for the upgraded 
sports pitches, shops and 
leisure facilities. 

“Many people who attended 
were particularly excited about 
plans for a new seven-screen 
cinema and welcome the wide 
range of community facilities 
that can be brought forward by 
the redevelopment of the 
George Lambton Playing field 
site, including the improvements 
to the Newmarket College 
Playing Fields.” 

Replacement and additional 
playing fields would be situated 
at the back of Newmarket 
College, as well as new 
changing rooms and a sixth 
form centre.

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LORD Derby’s case to 
overturn the refusal dealt 
to his planning bid for up 
to 1,200 homes at Hatch- 
field Farm opened on 
Tuesday. 

Colin Smith, an engineer called 
as a witness by the appellant, said 
the development would not 
worsen the interaction between 
horses and traffic in the town. 

In his rebuttal proof of 
evidence, he said: “Whatever the 
present fears of the horseracing 
industry, I do not consider that 
they will be borne out when the 
development is implemented. 

“The fears are groundless and 
can provide no good reason for 
refusing planning permission.” 

But Simon Bird, representing 
Tattersalls group which is 
opposing the plans, said: “There’s 
no dispute and no contrary 
evidence from Lord Derby and 
yourself as to the existing problem 
already being experience by the 
industry in Newmarket.” 

He said Mr Smith had not 
compared the situation in 2011 
with that in 2018 if the 
development goes ahead, only 
between 2018 with and without 
the development, so it was not 
possible to identify the absolute 
change. 

John Boyd, director of JB 
Planning Associates, appearing 
for Save Historic Newmarket 
which is also fighting the plans, 
told the hearing last Friday that 
delays could undermine the 
ability of the development to 
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provide some of the new housing 
required in Forest Heath by 
national planning guidance. 

A 3.6 per cent shortfall exists in 
the number of houses which must 
be built in Forest Heath by 2016, 
and the 200 homes which could 
be built within the first five years 
if the development was permitted 
would go some way towards 
meeting that target. 

But Mr Boyd said the ability of 
the existing foul drainage 
infrastructure to cope was 
uncertain. 

Reading from his proof of 
evidence, he said: “Anglian Water’s 
comments on the application 
suggest that there is limited foul 
drainage capacity in Newmarket 
and increased capacity is not 
expected, according to the current 
asset management plan, until 
2016-2021. 

“As the five-year housing land 
supply period is 2011-2016, 
Anglian Water’s advice leads me to 
conclude that little or no contri¬ 
bution towards the shortfall may 
be delivered from the appeal site.” 

But Jonathan Karas, represen¬ 
ting Lord Derby, said Mr Boyd had 
accepted sewers could be 
requisitioned in the event the 
development is allowed to go 
ahead, and said given planning 
permission has not yet been 
granted, it would be unlikely a 
utility company would commit 
itself at this stage. 


Explosives blown up at base 


EXPLOSIVES discovered at RAF 
Lakenheath on Tuesday were 
detonated over the course of 
several hours that day and 
yesterday morning. 

The explosives were found near 
the RAF Lakenheath flightline at 
the base on Tuesday. 

US and Ministry of Defence 
personnel carried out the 
explosions at the base over the 
course of seven hours to dispose of 
the munitions safely. 

The controlled detonations took 


place between 6pm and 9pm on 
Tuesday, and from 6am to 10am 
on Wednesday. 

Speaking on the day of the 
discovery, a spokesman for the 
base said: “Residents in the local 
community may hear occasional 
noises during these periods but 
should not be concerned. There 
are no risks to the local 
community.” 

The detonations were not 
expected to disrupt flying 
operations at the airbase. 
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Generator 
catches fire 

FIREFIGHTERS tackled 
a blaze at a factory in 
Newmarket. 

A generator on the 
outside of the two- 
storey building in Depot 
Road was spotted alight 
shortly after 11 pm on 
Monday and crews 
were on the scene into 
the early hours of 
Tuesday. 

Two crews from 
Newmarket were 
supported by a pair of 
pumps from Bury St 
Edmunds as they put 
out the flames and 
searched the factory for 
any spread of the fire. 
Crews removed 
cladding to make sure 
the structure was safe.

Men dragged out 
of taxi in attack 

TWO men were dragged out of a taxi and 
assaulted by a group of people in 
Newmarket in the early hours last Friday 

The victims, aged 18 and 20, had been 
verbally abused and threatened by a group 
of men in a Newmarket club during the 
night. 

They ignored the group, and left the 
nightspot to get some food. While walking 
along Newmarket’s High Street, two men 
came out of an alleyway and tried to assault 
the young men, but they continued on their 
way, reached a taxi and got inside. But a 
group pulled open the doors and dragged 
the men out, and assaulted both victims, 
who were lying on the floor, before fleeing 
the scene. 

The victims suffered facial injuries during 
the attack, which took place between 
2.45am and 3.15am. 

Police have described a female attacker as 
wearing a white vest top, a black bra, a short 
black skirt and black stilettos. She is thought 
to be white, 5ft 5ins and of slim build, with 
shoulder-length dark brown hair. 

The three male attackers are all believed 
to be white. The first has been described as 
5ft 9ins and of slim build, with short brown 
spiked hair. He was wearing a blue or black 
jacket, blue jeans and white trainers at the 
time of the attack. 

The second was 5ft llins, also of slim 
build, and with short brown gelled hair. He 
was wearing a grey jumper, light brown 
jeans and black trainers during the incident. 

The third man has been described as 
wearing a black t-shirt.

commercial services. As such, once the routes 
were advised to us we had to review the 
supported routes to ensure that we were not in 
competition on any part of the route. 

“This has therefore resulted in the SCC- 
funded 17 service being revised and introduced 
the need to connect with other services at Red 
Lodge to complete the journey to Mildenhall.” 

Glenn Jenkins, general manager at 
Stephensons, said: “The services we operate are 
on behalf of the county council to their 
timetable. We are not in control of that.” 

Mulleys Motorways provide three direct 
buses to the villages, with the last leaving 
Mildenhall at 9.15am. Another bus from the 
villages to Mildenhall, arriving at 5.30pm, 
operates only on college days. 


Anger as town is 
branded a dump 


NEWMARKET has been 
branded a “dump” with a 
“seedy” lapdancing night¬ 
club and “shabby pubs” in 
a national newspaper. 

An article in last weekend’s 
Sunday Telegraph describes the 
town as “down-at-heel” with 
“slightly tatty restaurants”. 

Lucy Cavendish, who wrote the 
commentary, visited the town for 
an interview with Hayley Turner, 
28, Britain’s most successful 
female jockey 

During a taxi ride through the 
town, Ms Cavendish gives a 
scathing report of what she sees 
after pointing out it is “full of 
horses”. 

She said: “But then there’s the 
other side of Newmarket, the one 
very few people, bar its 
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inhabitants, get to see. 

“It’s rather down-at-heel. The 
racecourse is glistening, about to 
hold its July meeting. But the rest 
of the town looks as if life has 
somewhat passed it by. 

“It’s full of slightly tatty 
restaurants - Thai, Indian, 
Chinese. Other than that, and the 
Horseracing Museum, there’s a 
seedy looking nightclub and a 
few shabby pubs. 'It's a dump,' 
the taxi driver tells me as he 
ferries me about. ‘It's full of 
trainers who think they’re too 
good to speak to you and jockeys 
who are too p***ed to speak to 
anyone.” 

Cllr Jacko Fanshawe, who 
represents St Mary’s Ward on the 


town council, was upset by the 
criticism of the town she “fell in 
love with” when she first visited it 
in 1966. 

She said: “Her description of 
Newmarket is one I just don’t 
recognise. It is quite sad and a 
shame she has said that about a 
town I remain in love with. 

“The high street is like most in 
the country but we have a 
retailers’ association which is 
trying to get several new shops to 
open in it.” 

But the councillor, wife of 
Newmarket trainer James and 
one of the founder members of 
the Save Historic Newmarket 
Action Group agreed about 
lapdancing club Heaven Awaits. 

She said: “I do think the 
nightclub doesn’t do the town 
any favours at night.”

A LISON Bruce has a thing 
for murders. 

The mother-of-two, from 
Fordham, has published the third 
novel in her detective series set in 
Cambridge. 

The Calling, which came out last 
week, follows an unnamed girl so 
shaken by bumping into her ex- 
boyfriend she decides to stalk him 
to avoid another unexpected 
meeting. 

A series of girls are abducted, 
and the protagonist tells the police 
it was her former partner. The 
reader is left to work out whether 
the pair are innocent, guilty, or in it 
together. 

Mrs Bruce, 44, said she had tried 
writing in other styles - but dead 
bodies kept turning up. It was clear 
crime was for her. 

She said: “I suppose it’s what I 
grew up with really; my mum was 
more TV and my dad was more 
books, but there was a crime 
influence to both. I’m just so 
interested in people’s motivations. 

“I can’t get into a book if there’s 
not a murder or two.” 

Mrs Bruce publishes a list of the 
music she listened to while writing, 
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and includes songs which come 
into the text. 

She said: “Why is a soundtrack to 
a book any less relevant than a 
soundtrack to a film? It’s just 
another dimension to making 
people think about atmosphere 
and tone.” 

The Callings publishers had 
already sold out of the book before 
its official release date. Morrisons 
has decided to stock her titles, and 
the author attended the crime 
writing festival in Harrogate last 
weekend, where her books were 
given out in goody-bags. 

She said: “It’s sort of going from 
something I fancied doing in my 
head to really happening.” 

But, she said, it has taken a long 
time. 

She said: “The Calling was the 
idea that I originally had that made 
me want to write in the first place. I 
originally had the idea in 1989, so 
it’s taken 22 years.” 

To make a start on her CV she 
leapt at the chance to write a non¬ 
fiction book, Cambridgeshire 
Murders, which was 
published in 2005, and her 
first novel, Cambridge Blue, 
was printed in 2008. 

After her own struggle to 
make it into print, she has 
founded a storytelling 
competition at her children’s 
primary school in Fordham, 
to help and encourage all 
youngsters to be creative.

assertive approach to make the public 
aware that what they are doing is 
actually breaking Forest Heath rules. 

“We are working towards a no¬ 
tolerance day. The next stage would be 
for the council and the police and 
ourselves to determine a particular day.” 

She hopes the crackdown could be 
held towards the end of the summer 
holidays. She said youngsters at school 
are great at recycling and disposing of 
rubbish properly - the problem was the 
lack of good examples set around town. 

She said: “The youngsters at school 
have got a zero-tolerance policy, whereas 
when they come out of school the 
parents and general public do not 
support it. It’s not being supported by 


the general example in the high street.” 

The council has pledged to support 
the retailers’ association with the 
resources available to it. 

Mr Marley said: “Forest Heath District 
Council is the enforcement authority 
and can issue fixed penalty tickets. We 
do take enforcement action, for example 
we have successfully prosecuted fly- 
tippers.

What’s happening to our precious open spaces? 


It’s a ‘yes’ to 
Morrisons 
and a ‘no’ to 
Sainsbury’s 

Sir, regarding the “battle of the 
supermarkets”, I have viewed both 
the plans for Morrisons on the old 
gas works site in Exning Road and 
Sainsbury’s on the playing fields, 
Fordham Road. 

I am totally in favour of Morrisons as 
this would be ideally situated, being 
near to the town, on a bus route and 
with two large housing estates 
nearby. The proposed roundabout 
would help control any increased 
traffic and make turning right from 
the supermarket, leisure centre and 
hospital very much easier. 

From my experience of Morrisons 
they are a very good supermarket 
with excellent restaurant facilities, 
enjoy a high reputation and would 
certainly be a great asset to 
Newmarket. 

So much better to have them occupy 
this awful derelict site which is an 
eyesore and has been unoccupied 
for decades. 

I was appalled to read in the Weekly 
News that Sainsbury’s wishes to 
build on the George Lambton 
playing fields (with the loss of this 
facility) and what chaos it would 
cause to the already very busy 
Fordham Road. We would then have 
threemajor supermarkets within a 
few hundred yards of each other. If 
the Hatchfield site plans are 
approved (Heaven forbid) 
Newmarket would just grind to a 
halt. 

I have always understood the 
playing fields were given over to the 
community by George Lambton to 
be used for sport and recreation, not 
a supermarket. 

The Sainsbury’s plans include a 
possible cinema, badly needed for 
this town - but not on this site. Mr 
Gradley has already made an offer to 
build a cinema, together with a 
leisure centre and a hotel, on the 
derelict Queensbury Lodge site at 
the top of the town, which would be 
far more convenient. 

Forest Heath District Council will 
almost certainly turn down this 
scheme as they have all the others 
he has proposed, as they say 
anything formally used for racing 
stables cannot be used for any other 
purpose. I would therefore like to ask 
the following question 
What is Barlington Court built on? 
Answer: Geoff Barlinge Yard. 

What is the Rookery Shopping 
Centre (for some ridiculous reason 
now known as the Guineas) built on?

Recovering drug addict caught with 
heroin must hand over £515 proceeds 


A RECOVERING drug addict caught with 
a stash of heroin has been forced to pay 
more than £500 under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

George Scott, 48, of Wingfield Road, 
Lakenheath, appeared at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Monday for a hearing under the 
act. 

The court heard that Scott’s criminal 
activities totalled £515, and that police 
were in possession of the cash, having 
already seized it from him. 

fudge fohn Devaux ruled Scott should 


hand over the full £515 within the next 30 
days. Failure to meet the deadline would 
mean up to 21 days in prison. 

In May, the 48-year-old was given a 12- 
month prison sentence suspended for 18 
months after pleading guilty to being in 
possession of a quantity of heroin with 
intent to supply between November 30 
and December 9 last year. 

He was also ordered to remain under 
probation service supervision for the next 
18 months and to complete 200 hours of 
unpaid community work. 


When caught with the Class A drug at 
the end of last year, Scott had told police 
he was looking after the substance for 
someone, and had expected to receive a 
quantity of heroin for his own use in 
return. 

The court had heard Scott’s family was 
paying for him to attend a centre in 
London for treatment for his addiction. 

Scott had been using drugs for about 
nine years and, after efforts at 
rehabilitation, he had fallen back into 
using heroin at the time of the offence.

THE tragic death of a little girl 
has inspired the chairman of 
Forest Heath District Council’s 
choice of charity. 

Niamh Henry, from 
Newmarket, died in January 
2009, just a few days before her 
fourth birthday, as a result of a 
Wilms’ tumour, a rare form of 
cancer which affects the kidney.

cancer unit and paediatric 
counselling services, the 
Rainbow Ward at West Suffolk 
Hospital, and a community- 
based counselling service for 
bereaved children.

Centre will focus 
on animal cancer 


A GROUNDBREAKING cancer 
centre for the treatment of animals 
being developed in Kentford could 
lead to better understanding of 
human cancers. 

The Animal Health Trust (AHT)’s 
cutting-edge facility for the treatment of 
sick horses, as well as dogs and cats, is 
due to open next summer. 

Sue Murphy, head of clinical cancer 
treatment at the AHT, said: “Currently, 
there is no way to tell which animals will, 
and which animals won’t, develop cancer. 
It could happen to any animal at any 
time. 

“This new centre will give more animals 
a fighting chance of beating the disease, 
enabling them to lead long, healthy lives.” 

The AHT Cancer Centre will offer 
surgery, chemotherapy and radiotherapy. 


BY JENNIE BAKER 
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Ms Murphy said: “Having all three 
treatment options on one site means that 
whatever the diagnosis, we will be able to 
offer each and every patient the very best 
options for their specific case. 

“With one in four dogs and one in six 
cats developing cancer at some time in 
their life, this new centre will help many 
more animals.” 

The treatment of animal cancers at the 
centre is expected to add to knowledge of 
the disease in animals. 

It could even lead to advances in our 
understanding of cancers in people 
because of links between the human and 
animal forms of the disease. 

Ms Murphy said: “The fact that 


treatments developed to benefit our pets 
may also lead to improvements in the 
prevention and treatment of cancer in 
humans makes this centre all the more 
important.” 

The charity has launched an appeal to 
become one of only six veterinary centres 
in the UK to house a linear accelerator. 
The device shoots high-energy radiation 
beams into a tumour to break it down, 
while minimising the harm to 
surrounding healthy tissue. 

Ms Murphy said: “I would urge you to 
donate whatever you can to help equip 
the centre. Your donation, however large 
or small, will help many more animals 
beat cancer and it may also help in the 
fight against cancer in people.”

RELATIVES of the fallen, 
councillors and mem¬ 
bers of the Royal British 
Legion attended a 
moving ceremony held 
to reopen Newmarket’s 
war memorial.

Sidney. 

She said: “I said it’s lovely to 
speak to somebody who knew 
my brother.

Keith Bovill opened the 
proceedings at 11am, and 
Jenny Offley, a student at 
Newmarket College, recited’s 
Rupert Brooke’s poem, The 
Soldier. 

The exhortation was read 
and the last post sounded, and 
wreaths were laid by the 
Newmarket and District RBL 
and the town council. A third 
was jointly laid by the Ladies 
of the British Legion, the War 
Graves Commission, the RBL 
and the Royal Air Force 
Association. 

A minute’s silence was 
observed, and Father John 
Hardy of St Mary’s and St 
Agnes churches in Newmarket 
read a prayer. 

Cllr Bill Sadler, chairman of 
the Newmarket branch of the 
RBL, said: “We were delighted 
to have it cleaned; it was nice 
that the friends of the Legion 
came up with the money to do 
it.”

C OLIN Baker known to millions 
as the sixth incarnation of the 
Doctor in Doctor Who , stars in

Never out of print since it was first published 
in 1860, The Woman in White tells the gripping 
tale of Walter Hartwright, a handsome art 
teacher who is assailed by a mysterious woman 
on a London road at midnight where she pleads 
with him to save her from being taken to an 
asylum.

IT had to happen - eventually. 

Disney Pixar, the most consistently 
dazzling animation studio on the 
Hollywood block, was always going 
to struggle to top the elation and 
misty-eyed farewells of Toy Story 3. 
Cars 2 falls short of that 
masterpiece, lacking sufficient 
heartfelt emotion under the bonnet 
to really rev our engines. 

For any other studio, this high- 
octane spy caper would be a 
triumph, orchestrating death-defying 
action sequences that look even 
more startling in digital 3D. 

And certainly young audiences will 
whoop with glee as tow truck Mater 
skids and screeches from one 
disaster to the next as the film’s 
turbo-charged characters 
circumnavigate the globe in the first 
ever World Grand Prix. 

However, compared to Disney 
Pixar’s most recent features - 
Ratatouille, WALL-E, Up and Toy 
Story 3 - Lasseter and Brad Lewis’s 
film lacks the polish, which perhaps 
we’ve taken for granted. 

Lightning McQueen (voiced by 
Owen Wilson) returns to Radiator 
Springs as the four-time champion 
of the Piston Cup. Best friend Mater 


(Larry The Cable Guy) welcomes 
him with open doors, as does 
girlfriend Sally Carrera (Bonnie 
Hunt). 

Italian racing car Francesco 
Bernoulli (John Turturro) goads 
Lightning into participating in a 
newly-announced championship 
organised by environmentalist Miles 
Axlerod (Eddie Izzard), who will use 
the grand prix to showcase his 
state-of-the-art biofuel, Allinol. But a 
group of rogue cars led by the 
diabolical Professor Zundapp 
(Thomas Kretschmann) plots to 
sabotage the races in Japan, Italy 
and the UK. 

Secret agent Finn McMissile 
(Michael Caine) and rookie field spy 
Holley Shiftwell (Emily Mortimer) 
are on the case, roping in Mater, 


who they mistakenly believe to be 
an undercover American agent. 

Cars 2 is a sweet and colourful yarn 
about being true to yourself, as seen 
through the headlights of Lightning, 
who is embarrassed by Mater’s 
social faux pas and demands the 
tow truck puts himself into a 
different gear. 

The visuals look spectacular and 
action sequences have been 
breathlessly orchestrated to take full 
advantage of the 3D format. 

Cars 2 is accompanied by a 
hilarious short - Hawaiian Vacation. 
In this six-minute treat, Buzz, Woody 
and the Toy Story gang help Barbie 
and Ken to celebrate their first 
holiday together by creating tropical 
climes in Bonnie’s bedroom. 

That’s what friends are for.

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Late summer scorchers 


T he soft pink peonies, deep 
blue delphiniums and 
purple cranesbill 
geraniums may have faded from 
my borders - but there are some 
sizzling oranges and reds in their 
place, bursting into bloom and 
hailing the fact that summer isn’t 
over. 

Spikes of vibrant red Crocosmia 
Lucifer rub shoulders with dazzling 
Helenium Moerheim Beauty, whose rich 
orange daisy-like flowers provide a 
wonderful clash of colours, 
intermingling with chocolate-leaved 
heucheras and backed by the intense, 
deep purple flowers of Buddleia davidii 
Black Knight. 

It’s at this time of year you realise that 
late summer blooms can almost be more 
eye-catching and long-lasting than those 
which bloom earlier in the season and if 
you haven’t given a thought to how your 
borders are going to look in August and 
beyond, maybe it’s time to turn over a 
new leaf. 

Thanks to the unusually warm spring, 
much bedding has been blooming its 
heart out since April or May and has just 
about run out of steam, so if your tired- 
looking petunias have gone soggy and 
drooped in the recent rains or other 
blooms are past their best, bite the bullet 
and replace them with some sizzling 
patio stalwarts which can be replanted 
later in the border. 

Dahlias have made a comeback in 
recent years and there are some stunning 
varieties which will merge into a hot 
scheme. Consider the vermilion-red

semi-double blooms of D. ‘Bishop of 
Llandaff’ alongside the deep yellow D. 
Bishop of York, wonderfully offset by 
dark foliage in the border. Types like the 
single Mount Noddy, with its velvety red 
flowers, are best planted en masse. 

In exotic schemes I love red hot 
pokers (Kniphofia) which provide colour 
and structure with their tall, striking 
stems and red and yellow rocket-shaped 
flowers. A good option is ‘Ice Queen’ if 
you fancy the calmer hue of creamy 
yellow flowers but want a plant which 
grows to around 1.2m (4ft) tall. For 
smaller, daintier varieties which could be 
placed nearer the front of the border, 
Toffee Nosed or Little Maid are better 
choices. 

Tubs and troughs of vivid, vibrant 
nasturtiums can also provide late 
summer interest, in shades of reds, 
oranges and yellows, while black-eyed 
Susan, or thunbergia, will twine itself up 
trellis or tumble over hanging baskets in 
a sunny, sheltered spot until October. 

Other stunning additions to the border 
which do well in lightly shaded areas are 
hemerocallis (day lily), astilbe and 
astrantia. 


If you’re not into brash and bold, you 
can opt for the softer hues of summer 
phlox in a variety of colours, from white 
to deep pink, some of which have 
variegated leaves. 

The globe thistle (Echinops 
bannaticus) produces eye-catching soft 
blue spiny globes on top of silvery 
stems, which grow to around 1.2m (4ft) 
high, while Aster x frikartii Monch bears 
lavender-blue flowers on thick stems 
through to October. 

Most of these plants don't need 
staking or dividing often. As well as 
producing late colour, they also provide 
leaf interest throughout the year. 

For immediate impact, plant them 
closely in groups. Salvias including S. 
uliginosa (blue) and S. fulgens (red) do 
well planted in groups, as do Chinese 
aster, coleus, zinnia, penstemon and 
rudbeckia. 

Other good bets include the purple 
coneflower Echinacea purpurea, which 
has pretty basal foliage and bears big, 
purple-pink daisy-like flowers. Its petals 
surround a large central cone and it 
grows up to lm (3 ft) or more when fed. 
Good varieties include ‘Robert Bloom’ 
or ‘Magnus’. 

To complement the coneflowers in 
your border, try planting Phygelius 
Aequalis Yellow Trumpet in front of 
them. These plants, originally from 
South Africa, have a constant run of 
flower stems which hold tubular creamy 
yellow flowers and reach around 90cm 
(3 ft) in height. They will need winter 
protection in cold areas. 

Of course, no late summer border 
would be complete without the sedum, 
or ice plant, so called because if you 



touch the succulent 
leaves on a warm 
day they will be 
cold. A good bet 
is S. Autumn Joy, 
which provides 
flat heads of 
flowers in shades 
ranging from 
salmon pink to 
deep red from 
August to 
November. 

Plant wisely 
and your 
sizzling 
summer may 
last much 
longer than 
you think.

JAPANESE car- 
maker Toyota has 
unveiled its new 
Yaris at the firm’s 
Valenciennes 
facility near Lille, 
France. 

The third generation 
car will hit the 
showrooms in 

September, and boasts 
a number of improve¬ 
ments over its pre¬ 
decessor. 

With the B-sector 
accounting for 

approximately 40 per 
cent of sales in the 


European market, 
Toyota’s continued 
support of the Yaris 
brand is important to 
the firm’s bottom line. 

As such, the 
company expects to 
sell 200,000 units in 
2012, further

Styled to comple¬

Beaten Pat to 
ponder future 


PAT McAleese is considering his future after his 
Southern Area light-middleweight title defeat by 
Ryan Toms at Wembley Arena. 

The Newmarket puncher admitted he got his 
tactics wrong and had no answer to the 
undefeated Toms, who forced a stoppage in the 
fourth round. 

It was a tough defeat to take for 25-year-old 
McAleese, who admitted: “I’m going to take a few 
weeks off and think about my career. 

“I’m going to have a look at things and then see 
what the best way forward is - I’m not going to 
rush into any decisions while I’m hurting.” 

McAleese said he felt in fine form going into 
the contest, but he struggled to get going from 
the first bell and failed to take the initiative 
against the defending champion. 

“I got my strategy totally wrong,” he said. “I 
gave him too much room. 

“He’s a really good boxer, as well as being a 


southpaw and awkward to box against. I should 
have put him under more pressure from the word 
go, but I didn’t, and that was a massive mistake 
on my part.” 

McAleese was feeling his way into the contest 
during the first three rounds when Toms 
unleashed a strong series of combinations in the 
fourth. 

“He caught me with a body shot that took the 
wind out of me a bit,” said McAleese. “He 
followed it up with a barrage of punches and 
landed some head shots, and after that the ref 
stepped in.” 

Toms has now won nine straight contests, but 
despite the defeat McAleese said: “He’s not 
unbeatable. 

“On my day I could beat him, but it wasn’t my 
day and I didn’t perform. But he is a worthy 
champion - I don’t want to take anything away 
from him.” 
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
